The double launching on Thurs- 
day, March 24th, of l*?o immense 
monsters of the deep — the battle- 
ship Kearsarg*! and the K(!ntucky — 
at Nfiwpoi't News, was witn('ss«;d 
by :50,0()() jieople, among whom 
were a dozen or more deaf-mutes 
from various parts of Virginia. 
The big ship-building plant at

only one deaf-mute connect<^l with 
it, and that is Mr. .James A. 
Miirden, who is emploved in the 
big olTice building on Washinnton 
Avenue, at the yar<l, where thfueis 
a force of several hundrQd clerks 
Th(! job he holds down is in the 
blueprint diagram doi>artinpnt 
He has l)een ther<! for two years. 

In the crowlh of ;ii),000 Thius 
day all jammed up against two ves 
sels, it can be well imagined there 
was no chance of a mute finding 
another brother. By tlie merest 
(chance one met anolhet and an- 
other an airother, ajid so on. After 
the launching several gathered at 
Ml. Miirdcn's residfsnce on Twenty- 
fourth sli-eet and swapped <'Xperi- 
ences in the crowd. The big sliifis 
glided down tin; smoking ways 
without a hitch. .Several tJiousand 
barrels of tallow were used in 
greasing the path of the ships to 
the wafer. The customary chain- 
paiiiie bottle-breaking took place — 
though in the cfise ot the K(mtu<'ky 
Miss Bradley, the (fovernor's 
daughter, broken a (!Ul glass 
bottle of water — more, perhaps, 
to ropufliate the general impression 
of the .reiirn of fire-watei and — 
colonels — in that state of tint an- 
cient " flark and bloody groun<l."

Of the !iO pupils on the roll on 
the 1st of.Ianuary, I8!IH, 7tiareile)ir 
and dumb and 14 are bliinl. In 
their last annual rejjort the Gover- 
nors rtd'erred to the appointment id' 
the new principal, Mr. .1. A, Tilling- 
liast, M. A., and they are now able 
to stale Ihal their anticipations as 
to the wisdom of Ihal, appoinlment 
have been fully justified. Certain 
altcsrations which h<« introduced, 
the result of his (ixperience as su- 
perintendent of the School Un- the 
Deaf and Dumb and the Blind in 
Boulder, .Montana, United States, 
have work<'<l very successfully. 

Nor has tlu! physical training of 
the [)Upils been stationary. 
Tating advanlag(* of the oji- 
portunity afiorde<l by the voluntary 
resignation of the instructor, who 
had bciui employed since the open- 
ing of the new gymnasium in 18!)1, 
the Governors made a change in 
t+iis depiirlmeiiti, and the boys' 
supervisor, who holds a ('crtificale 
from the National Physical Re- 
creation Society for ehiinentary 
drill, now conducts gymnastic 
(classes daily, and the time devol(Ml 
to this important part of Hie cdu(;a- 
tioii of the pui)ils is nearly double 
what it was a twelvemonth ago. 

Since Septemlier last special at- 
tention has btjcn given to industrial 
training, certain members of the 
staff having during the holidays at- 
tended special classes in England 
to (pialify them for this new work, 
A few of the deaf and dumb boys 
are being taught Sloyd carpentry; 
others, as w(dl as some girls, are 
und<trgoing a course of kinder- 
garleii training and fre«diand draw- 
ing. Four of tine older girls are 
being trained as taundncs.ses, and 
the remainder are learning to sew. 
knit, and nuind their clollucs. The 
blind are being instructed in mat 
weaving, and are about to be 
taught elfiy modelling in order to 
train their fingers in delicacy and 
accuracy of manipiilalion. 

yMlhoiigh it is rather early to 
sjieak of resulls,^ the progVess al- 
ready made shows thai a slej) in 
advan(!e has been taken, which the 
fJovernors hope will better fit tin? 
(dipils for (Jiirning their own living 
when fhe"time shall arrive for them 
tohsavetlie Institution. The health 
of th(! (diildren has been excep- 
tionally ifood, and the Governors 
are of oj)ini(»n that Institution was 
n(!V«;r in a more ellieient condition 
than it is at the present time. 

The fJoveiiiors have pleasiii-e in 
being abhc to ncjiorl that the Priiu 
cipal has be<-n ably siipport()d liy 
the other officials in the respective 
positions, and that each and all 
havcc performed their (liiti(cs heartily 
and w(dl." Referenc(c having been 
made to tlu' last examination in 
.lime, the report continued.— " Sir 
W'illiani .M. (Jainmond was a firm 
fri(!nd of tluc So('i(d,y. He presided 
at the last two public examinations 
of th(^ pupils, and in other ways 
showed himsidf to be much interest- 
ed in the work of the school, so 
that, in common with numy others 
in Ihdiast, the Governors sincerelj' 
lament his death.

(«l to fill the vacancy. The Gover- 
nors (b^sire to record their obliga- 
tions to th< Hon. Secretaries and 
other oflice-bearers of the auxili- 
aries for their continued assistuiice 
in arrariffing the piibli(; meetings, 
colleicting subscriptions, et(\, and 
their best thanks are tendered to 
those kind friends who hosjiitably 
entertained the deputies and 
[iiipils, and to the (ch>rgymeii who 
accompanied the deputations and 
ably advocated the claims of the 
Society, 

The Governors again regret to 
have to report that a considerable 
number of deaf-inlites and blind 
children who ought, to be at, school 
are being allowed to irrow up iinedii- 



cated,and they have called atten- 
tion, as far as possible, to the fact 
by sending to such Protestant cler- 
gyman and dispensary doctor 
throughout Ulster a circular asking 
their co-operation in lirin}>ing under 
notice ea(!h case of Ww kin(l within 
ilieir knowledge. So far only two 
or threeiiuinirieshave resulted from 
the issue of over twelve hundred of 
such ciiculars, " 

The Chairman then moved the 
adoption of the i-eport, which ho 
said seemed to be a very satisfac- 
loryone. They had lieen very I'or- 
funat(i in their selection of a princi- 
pal of the Institution. He believed 
that at the time of the appoint- 
ment two or three gentlemen were 
afraid of bringing a gentleman from 
America, as he might be too ad- 
vanced for them, but he thought 
they were em i lien My pleased in their 
piM^sent Principal. 

Before the close of the meeting a 
petilion would be read to them call- 
ing ujmn the (iovernment b> afl'oi'd 
to Ireland the same facilities as had 
alrendy lieen in practice in Eng- 
laml and Scotland. That would 
be us(!ful if they could get it 
iucconiplishod ; for he understood 
Ihiil llierewere a hii'ge number of 
children in Ireland allowed to grow 
up suffering from privatiims, and 
not fitb'd in any way by training to 
CHin their own living in after years. 
So far as they were conceriu-d, 
they had done all in their power to 
stir up an interest, in such (cases, 
so as to have them sent forward for 
training. 

Tin* acconiniodation fluey had at 
the school was fit to hold as many 
more us they had, and he was 
happy to say that tliey had plenty 
ol '.iiiids at their disposal. After 
alluding to the hjss they had 
sustained by the death of Sir Wil- 
Jiani M'Camniond, the Chairman 
refeircd eulogistically to the man- 
ner in whi(di the Assistant Secre- 
tary. Mr. Sheppard, discharged 
his duties in connection with all 
the meetings of the Board. (Ap- 
|)lause.) 

Rev. Mr. Burnside seconded the 
report. He was present at tlu^ last 
examination of the pupils of the 
Instil ut ion, and deligted with the re- 
siilts. 

The rejjort was passed. 

Dr. Leit(di moved a resolution 
recording ^thanks to God for the 
success attending the Society's 
operations during the past year, 
and approving of the petition to 
besubmitted to the Chief Secr(d,ary 
for Ireland, desiring the extension 
of the same legislation fo Ireland 
as now was in force in England 
and Scotland, niiiking the educa- 
tion of the and deaf dumb and 
tlie blind compulsory. The ten- 
dency 1 ow was to assimilate the 
laws of both countries, as eVi- 
deiicod in the passage of the Local 
(lovernnient Bill, and he thought 
that if the same law as applied to 
the education of the deaf anil dumb 
and the blind in the sister countries 
were ajjplied to Ireland it would be 
of incalculable benefit. 

Rev. R. .1. Clarke seconded due 
resolution. 

Thu Chairman then read th(i 
petition, whiidi he said was going 
to b(c forwarded by that Society to 
the Chief Secretary, and it contain- 
ed the followinii:— "That, whereas 
in August, 1800, an Act was y)ass(Ml 
entitled 'EdiKcation of^Blind and 
Deaf-Miile Children (Scotland),' 
and that inSepleiiiber,18",i;t, another 
Act was passed entitled ' Ele- 
mentary Edudltion, Blind and Deal 
t;hildren (England and Wales),' by 
which Slate aid was extended to 
special institutions provided for the 
edueat,ion of the blind and deaf f)nd 
dumb cliildren in England, Wales, 
and Scotland, we, the <4overnoi'8 
of the Ulster Sca-iely, established in 
Belfast for tlie l)urpose of these af- 
fiicled classi'H, respectfully petition 
that Slate and in like manner, wilh 
such variations in detail as may bo 
eonsiilered ni'cessary or expedient, 
shall be extended to Ireland, either 
by amendment of one of the said 
Acts, or by a n(*w Act, so that the 
disability under which Ireland now 
Idbours in providing for the e(lu- 
ciitiini of the blind and deaf and 
iliinib may be removed, Youriadi- 
tioners fnrlher humbly snggest an 
alteration of I he Poor-law AnuMid- 
meiit Act of Ireland (l«4:i), (i and 7 
Vic, (diap. O'i, secthm 14, making 
it obligatory on poor-law guardians, 
instead of optional, to contribute a 
payment of not less than £1.1 per 
annum for eindi deal-miibMir blind 
child between flue age of .seven and 
sixteen, who shall b(> received into 
this or any similar boarding-school 
or institution ; and that a further 
sum of iiolhcssthan £foreach |)Upil, 
bet ween th(>age of S('Ven illlil sixteen 
shall be provided by Parliamentary 
grant, or otherwise as may be d<^- 
termiiud ; all the remaining cost of 
(cilucation, mainteiunuce of premises 
and of pupils, continuing to he 
chargeiible on the voluntary funds, 
endowments, or other resources of 
•each boarding-school or insfi- 
tuti(m." 

The resolution was adojded.

frVoia our l'hil<uleU)hia V<>nr«iiouiJciit. 

Editor Smith of the Coinixniion, 
in the i.ssue of March 17th, dis- 
sected some of our statements con- 
cerning Dr. Ciouler's attitude to- 
waid Ihe sigi)-la.ngU!(ge. Since we 
had taken th(^ liberty to rejiort tlu' 
Doctor as we did, it seenK-* proper 
for us to make som" reply to the 
Companion editorial. 

Editor Smith first (>xpress('s sur- 
prise " that such a restricted view 
should be takc'n by such an eminent 
authority." Well, we confess thai 
that is more than we hiul exp(!<-ted 
any-one lo.sjiy. We feel, too, that 
we are iesi)onsible for it, not Dr. 
Crouler. We had only thought to 
show that Dr. Crouter was not so 
hostile to the sign-language as ap- 
IH'ared lo be the impression among 
many, and not to espou.se I h,' cause 
of the oral and manual methods. 
No alt<Mnj)t was made by lis lo de- 
fend the Doctor's views on or.tlism, 
other than to say that we would 
not ciilicise him. Anyothercour.se 
woiilil be incousistenl with (Uir 
known altitude, which is in favoi- 
ofthe Combim>d melhod. Itshm'ld 
also be stated that the stalem(>nts 
we attributed to Dr. Crouter \-'ere 
made in signs and reported by us 
in our own language. AVe repeat 
here that he did make signs to that 
elfect, but, we have plainly statml. 
we reported him bii<'lly ••md with 
the simple view of bearing out 
our point of his partial favor to 
signs. While we aimed at this 
point. Editor Smith, on the other 
hand, has rai.sed a second point that 
(lueslions the accuracy of the 
Doctor's views on signs. 

(iranling the ('(inipoiiioii the 
right to raise other points from our 
statemcjils, some of its sayings may 
also be questioned by oralisis and 
others. 

One of these is the attempt tr 
make naught of the <'xpie.s,sion that 
" the deaf do not go to .school to 
learn the sign-language, l)ut the 
English." We can not but legard 
its definition or crilicien of the 
above a peice of sublime t<»elini- 
cality, used to belittle on** of the 
strongest tirguments of th(> oralisl.s. 
.Say you, llici/ go to school to lie edit- 
('(tied. Wt> reply ; Indeed, education 
is the object of .school and we never 
thought it otherwise. Hut langu;ige 
is the melhod by which the mind's 
development is mad<* possible. It 
can do infinitely more than signs. 
It is the liist thing lau;:hl al school, 
bcH'ause tipon it all future <'tTorts 
depend. Su<'cess in other .•^tinftes 
is better achieved through its 
mastery. II is the main melhod, 
the ruling, and, by far, the most 
beautiful one. Sii.'ns, whil(> they 
may be much service in educaJing 
ihe deaf, are iimite<I in po\v«'rand. 
therefore, inferior as a method. 
Thus the English language is ne- 
cessarily a part of <,ur education, 
and Jhe universal language of this 
C(Uintry. Who di<l not go to school 
to learn it V Who ctm be educated 
without it y Dr. Crouler doubtless 
has had experience enough to know 
that language— the English — is of 
lirst importance an<l invaluable to 
the ileaf, and wheii he says thai llie 
deaf go to school lo learn the 
English mi tliod rallier than tlw 
sign, we reckcui that he speaks a 
great truth. Now, such a liberal 
int(>rpielation of oul* former ex- 
lierienee which forms the text of 
th(^ (''oni)>nnio)i\'i criticism, is not, 
we honestly believe, without rea- 
stin. 

The ■■mnnal eleelions lor Ihe 
ofTku'rs of the Clerc Literary As- 
■sociation were Indd lasl Thursd.'i\' 
evening, March 'Mth Rev. J. M. 
Kochler, as p,r-o(ficin Chairm.in.

We havi' been favored with- a 
copy of the bill by which il is pro- 
po.sed to est.'.blish day schools t\>r 
the deat throughout the Stat*!. 
The bill does not limit their estab- 
lishment to cities only, but in any 
fCliool district there whe school 
council may ask lor it, provided the 
attendance shall not be less than 
three pupils. The age limit is fn.m 
thrt^e to Iwenty-one, and ti.ev must 
be residents of the St*ite 

For maintaining tlu> silio.d, ilie 
sum of om> hundre<l and lift V ilol- 
lars is allowed per pupil, and Ihe 
money is lo l>e drawn from the com 
mon school fund. The State Coni- 
missicuier of (.'ommon ScdioiJs is tc^ 
appoint the teach(>rs, and he can 
alsv» remove ihein for cause. 
Teachers thus appointed musi 
have a teacher's ceiiilicate, as pro- 
videil by law, and mnst have at 
least one year's special instruction 
in the teaching of the deaf. 

No method of instruction is men- 
tioneti in the bill -perhaps this 
omission was intentional, so as n«t 
to (irecipilate a light. As to who is 
■ iirectly bidiiiul the bill, we are not 
imforntt^d, but we do kudw ' 
termediatt> jjcrson a man. 

We had an interview wiih llepre- 
seniatixe Payne, who inti-odnced 
Ihe bill, as to its objects, and Ihe 
tenor of his talk w s that the object 
of the bill was lo retluee the cost of 
educating the d -af. lie had letters, 
so he told us, from the deaf of Wis- 
consin, Mas.sachusetts jtnd Con- 
ned icul, fa vol ing such scIhhiIs. 
He was parlicul.uly desirous, so he 
said, to obtain the opinions ofthe 
deaf, and especially of the teachers, 
on the mailer. 

As to the prospects of the bill's 
j)a.ssage, tlrey do not at this stage 
.seem the most rosy.- The CUve 
land D ly School bill also received 
a ^et back this week. The people, 
up there don't seem lo be satisHed 
with it. As it leals, it will 
shoulder the city ;innually with 
about $12,(H)(i, Iscftides what the 
Slate is to give. The School Hoard 
discussed the bill at its last nuHt- 
ing, and authorizeii its clerk to no- 
tify the member of the legislature 
having it in charge, to hold it back. 
The other day it was referre i to 
him, asaseleet committee of one. lo 
rcjiort back .at i>leasure. 

Hy the a|)proi>ri;ilion bill intro- 
duced in the House this week, the 
institution is well cared for tiuaii- 
cially.

One of the most satisfactory 
plants I have any knowledge of for 
a gootl-sized hanging bask(?t, or a 
pot U} be used on a bracket, is the 
sword fern, catalogued as nephro- 
lepsis exaltata. It is quite unlike 
mfist other ferns in generalcultiva- 
tion, in form and habit, but it has 
a beauty all its own, and becau.se 
of its sturdy, vigorous constitution, 
atid its easy cultivation, it will be- 
come more of a favorite with the 
average amateur than any of the 
popular atlianta which have a more 
delicate and filmy charm of frond 
an<l leaf, because this family re- 
<)uires a treatment whi<;h most 
amateurs are not able to give it, 
and unless its wants <-an b<- met it 
is i^enerally very <lisappointing. 

I have seen some very fine spe- 
cimens of the sword fern grown in 
the living room; not as fine, 
perhaps, as those grown in the 
greenhouse, where all conditions 
are favorable to the hightest de- 
velopment of the plant, but still 
fjiiite up Uy the average of the best 
house plants. It is a rapid grower, 
throwing out many fronds from 
eighteen inches lo three feet in 
length. These droop gracefully 
over the pot, ami often conif)letely 
hide It, " No finer ornament for the 
center of a large win<low can be 
imagined than a well-grown sjte- 
cimen of this ftirn. Shower the 
plant well at least twi(re a week, to 
keep it free from dust and wanl off 
attacks of led spider. If scale 
attacks it, as it frequently does, 
apply an infusion of Fir-tree Oil 
s<iap. Keep the soil moist at all 
times. This is very imporfanl, A 
soil of leaf mold suits it f)erfe«!tly. 
The thick texture of ihe foilage 
ables it to resist the injurious 
effects of dry air well. It does 
lioffer out of "imshine than in it.
